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One Shot: The WWII Photography 
of John A. Bushemi 

The Merrillville Branch Library will showcase the 
photography and history of local photographer John A. 
Bushemi of Gary. Known as a good-natured, talented 
photographer, he covered several of the island invasions 
during World Warn in the Pacific. This traveling exhibit 
features reproductions of Bushemi’s photographs. 

Bushemi died Feb. 19 , 1944 , when shrapnel from 
Japanese knee-mortar shells hit and mortally wounded 
him. Images of both his battleship funeral service and 
his funeral service back home in Gary are included in 
the exhibit. 

Among the magazine covers and personal photo¬ 
graphs from Bushemi’s assignment to YANK, the weekly 
magazine written by and for enlisted men, are images 
of soldiers training at Fort Bragg, soldiers on the beach 
of Entiwok Island in the Marshalls awaiting the order 
to attack, and close-up portraits of soldiers who were 
featured in an article about the battle for New Georgia. 

The exhibit is on loan from the Indiana Historical 
Society. Exhibit will be open during library hours to 
the public through March 20 .

Q: I'm looking for contemporary news articles about the circus 
train crash near Hammond. I know it happened sometime in 
June 1918. Do you have sources where I could find articles on 
the crash? 

A: We have a database named 'Access Newspaper Archives.' 
You will find it by clicking on 'Leam' at the top of the library 
homepage and dropping down to 'Leam Online.' You can find 
the link for the database alphabetically or by going into the 
'Genealogy/Local History' section (you'll need to enter your 
card number and PIN if you're doing this from home). 

To access the advanced search option, click on the word 
'Search' in the black bar at the top. Using the 'with all the 
words' option, type in 'circus train crash Hammond.' Then use 
the option 'between dates' to limit the time period (ie: 1918 
June 1 to 1918 July 31). You should receive results from that 
search. We also have microfilm for that time period which you 
can view and print.

Craft at our STEAM table (That's Science, Technology, Engineering, 
Arts, and Math) and you will find yourself measuring, building, computing, and experimenting, too. This month’s STEAM is all about flight. 
So make a paper airplane or a helicopter, and then leam how and why it works and how you can make it work differently, too. Last month 
was all about spiders and other creepy crawlies. Young crafters learned that spiders have eight eyes (and legs) when they made a spider 
hat. They also measured spiders and discovered how spiders know when a fly is on their web. They played games with a floor-sized 
spider web and learned about different kinds of webs and how they are made. 


P lay games with your children in the Children’s area and you will leam what you can do to help your child get ready to leam to read. 

Many activities and crafts in that area teach the early literacy skills that research shows children must know in order to leam to 
read.

Now whenever you check out an item, you'll immediately receive an email containing the due 
date for each item. No more worrying about mixing up or losing date-due cards! 

You will also receive an email when you renew an item to help you keep track of the new due date. 

But You Don’t Have My Email Address! 

If you don’t have an email address listed with us but want to add one to your account to start 
receiving emailed receipts, just let us know! You can either tell us the next time you check out, 
or give us a call. 

Remember, LCPL only uses your email address to send you library-related information, like notifi¬ 
cations that your books are due soon. We will never sell your information or use it to send spam. 

What if I Don’t Have an Email Address? 

You can also get e-receipts via text message. Just ask and well turn on that option for you. Be 
warned, though - because of character limits on text messages, you’ll receive a separate text 
for every item you check out or renew! 

If you don't have a mobile phone that can receive texts AND you don't have an email address, 
but you think e-receipts sound really convenient just stop by your local library and ask for a 
librarian's help setting up an email address of your very own. Email addresses are free, and we 
can help you get started quickly.

Everyday, 
from opening to dose, our Reference Librarians stand by to answer your phone calls. Need a number? Can't find a place? Desperately 
seeking your next of kin? Wishing to know some fact or fiction? We can help! Whether it’s a phone directory, an online database, or the 
latest technology in e-reader, as highly trained professionals, it's our job to use our resources and help get you where you need to go. 
Just call (219) 769-3541 and ask for Reference. 


Have a really big question, or don't want to call? That’s okay too, you can still put your fingers to work online at www.lcplin.org. Just 
dick the ‘Ask A Librarian* tab at the bottom left of your screen. Once there it’s only a matter of filling out as much information as you can 
about your question or research problem, along with your contact information. Every ‘Ask A Librarian’ query is individually looked over 
and answered by our librarians. 


Even if you want to simply sign up for one of our library programs or request a book, it only takes a few dialed numbers instead of a full 
trip to the library. Its not just books that can go home with you now, but the information and knowledge of the library and all those who 
work there. The library is not just a part of your community. It can be your home. 

So get comfy in your favorite chair and bring the library home. There is a lot of amazing technology and information out there, but you 
|^n't have to do it alone, not while Lake County Public Library (or LCPL as we call it) is there to help.

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Statewide Borrowing: 

Indiana Libraries Working Together for Indiana Readers 



What Is It? 

Statewide borrowing in Indiana is a reciprocal borrowing program that covers 
the entire state.What’s reciprocal borrowing, you ask? It’s an arrangement be¬ 
tween libraries to allow patrons from one library system to check out materials 
from another library system. 

That’s right now with your LCPL card, you can visit libraries outside of Lake 
County and check out books - no additional cost, no waiting for us to transport the book to you. 



Which materials reciprocal borrowers are allowed to check out differs at each library. Some allow DVDs and other AV items in addition to books. 
If you’ve found an Indiana library that has the item you need, call first to make sure you can borrow it under the statewide borrowing program! 


When you do borrow an item from a different library, you’re responsible for the item just as you are when you borrow from us.That means you 
have to pay any late fees - so make sure you check how long you get to keep an item. It might be different from our loan period! You also must 
return the item to the library system from which you borrowed it - please don’t return items from Porter County Public Library to us! 



How Do I Get Started? 

When you find a participating library that has an item you want to borrow, all you have to do is bring your Lake 
County Public Library card to that library (to prove you’re a member in good standing) and they will issue you a re¬ 
ciprocal card. Reciprocal borrowers are usually given a different card than resident borrowers. Here at Lake County 
Public Library, reciprocal borrowers get a green card, while resident borrowers get a red one. 

Once you have your card, you can check out whatever items that library includes under their reciprocal 
borrowing agreement. 


Isn't This Just ILL? 

ILL (or Inter-Library Loan) is a time-honored tradition amongst libraries.Through 
ILL, libraries are often able to acquire out-of-print or less-popular books from 
other libraries for a one-time loan. In order to do this, libraries literally box up 
the items and ship them to each other. If you’ve ever paid shipping on a lot of 
books, you know that this can be cosdy and that the shipping isn't the fastest! 




With reciprocal borrowing you can go and pick up the book yourself, exactly when you want it You don’t have to wait for us to process the order 
or for the book to ship. It’s faster for you and cheaper for the library. 

Of course, Lake County Public Library will still offer ILL services! 

Opening statewide reciprocal borrowing to our patrons means that Lake County Public Library is now also open to patrons of other Indiana librar¬ 
ies. But don’t worry - this won’t impact availability of materials. 

First, reciprocal borrowers at our library are limited to 15 print materials.They don’t have access to our electronic resources, like 
ebooks and downloadable audiobooks. 


In addition, we’ve hosted reciprocal borrowers from other library systems in Lake County for years. Patrons from Hammond, East Chicago, Whiting, 
Lowell, Gary and Crown Point libraries can all borrow materials from us.While we are opening reciprocal borrowing to the entire state through 
this agreement, it actually won’t expand our area of service that much since we already serve most of the people closest to us.The further away a 
person lives, the less likely they are to drive out to borrow books: they are more likely to be served by other, closer libraries that are also partici¬ 
pating in this program. 

What Libraries Can I Use? 

Here is a list of participating libraries from Northwest Indiana. Some are accessible through the Statewide Borrowing agreement, while others have 
special arrangements with LCPL You can receive borrowing privileges from either category.
